The Trent Canal 


The Trent Canal, as important as any three 
Yeads to this district's continued success as a tourist 


centre, has been ine subject of unfayoravie discussion 
in the House of Commons. the opinion being given 
that it should be presented to the province or some- 
thing else done with it to get it off the Government's 
hands because of the expense of operating it. 

In this connection the Peterboro Sxaminer says: 
“As a commercial proposition we are willing to ad- 
Trent has not proved an unqualified suc- 
cess, but even on that basis is likely to make as 
00d a showing as the Hudson Bay Railway on which 
many millions have been poured out for construc- 
tion purposes and many millions more will be requir- 
ed for mmintenance and operation; proportionately 
the Trent is carrying as much freight as that ex- 
pensive railroad proposition the West stampeded 
Parliament into undertaking. Leaving that phase out 
of consideration, however, the cost of maintaining 
the Trent Canal is justified because of the tourist 
traffic the waterway attracts, especially when other 
reyenues go far towards meeting the cost of opera- 
tion.”

About a 
year before her marriage in 1926 she met, at a tea dance at the home 
of friends in Paris, Crown Prince Leopold. Duke of Brabant. He was 
24, she 20. “Announcement of their engagement followed. So far as 
anyone has known; it was their own idea and no question of siate en- 
tered into it. There was a civil marriage at Stockholm followed by a 
religious ceremony at Brussels, as Leopold was Catholic though she as 
a member of the Royal house in a Protestant country was a Protestant. 
She became a Catholic in 1930 before the birth of her second child. the 
new Crown Prince Baudoin. Leopold found he had an efficient wife. 
Leopold's allowance as Duke of Brabant and heir to 
fhe throne was 75,000 francs a year ($17,330). That is not a large sal- 
éry for a Grown Prince because aside from living expenses, Leopold 
had to pay a groom himself and faced other charges incident to his 
position. As king and queen, Leopold and Astrid have an allowance 
of 8.100,000 francs, ($1,825,000) perhaps one of the largest rises in pay 
cn record.

This mileage addition, inten is 
248 miles greater than taken over 
in 1933, and 154 more than in 1932, 
ig allocated as follows: Thedford to 
Goderich, 40 miles; Durham to 
Mlesherton, 14; Waterloo to Elmira, 
10; Highway No. 7, to Forest, ‘7.5;

He was born in New Abbey, Dun- 
frieshire, Scotland, coming to Can- 
ada at the age of 18 and settling 
in Walkerton, Ontario, where he 
secured employment with the Nox- 
on Brothers, which at the time was 
one of the rising companies in the 
industrial world. Mr. WDougan 
continued in the employment of 
this firm for forty years advancing 
to the office of superintendent of 
the plant at Ingersoll. 

During his residence in Ingersoll, 
Mr. Dougan occupied many prom- 
{nent positions in municipal aad} 
fraternal societies, being for some 
years- chairman of the Board of] 
Education and Worshipful Master 
of St. John’s Lodge, AF. and AM. 
also Chief of the Caledonian So-| 
ciety. 

Later he moved to Sault Ste. 
Marie where he became superintend 
ent in the employ of the Lake Su- 
perior Power Company and eyentiu- 
ally to Lindsay in 1904.

Be 
willing to admit that you have derived sufficient satisfaction from the 
joy it gave you watching the little plants grow to merit another attempt.

ence; so He interpreted the high 
teaching in language and in pic- 
tures that his readers might better 
wisierstand. 

Tt is brue that, even with the sim- 
plifleation of His teaching, those 
who ‘heard him did not always un- 
derstand, and they came asking) to 
have the meaning of the parables 
explained ilo them. In, soma instan- 
ces, Jesus gave a detailed explanat- 
jen, as for instance, ef the para- 
ble of the sower and’ the seed, and 
we have this explanation along with 
the parable. 

Mhe ‘advantage of teaching by 
parables is that those who listen 
are more likely to retain what they 
hear, and they always are» looking 
fer some deeper and fuller meaning 
than they haye apprehended at 
first, 

We study a parable or a story, 
teld to express or illusiorate truth, 
to disesver some meaning that we 
had not grasped at first, whereas 
some truth expressed in a plain and 
matter-of-fact statement would be 
taken more likely for its matter-of- 
factness, without concern about its 
deeper meanings and implications. 

We have seen ithe statement made 
that the parables of Jesus were 
understoed by everybody. That is 
mob true, Jesus himself complained 
that ‘His hearers did not grasp His 
meaning, and he reproached even’ 
the disciples with being dull of 


hearing. Nevertheless, the truth pro-j\s 


babty sank in more deeply and was: 


more capible ef being ‘understood 
because of the simple stery form in 


ayhich Jesus presented ib 


Here, in Gur lesson, we have six 
parables, all intended to jlustrate 
the nabure of the Kingdom of God, 
its growth among men and its is- 
sues, The first pxrable is that of 
the grain of mustard seed, iflustrat- 
ing how the Kingdom of Heaven 
grows from small beginnings, and 
reminding us that truth and good- 
ness are not to be Judged in terms 
of, quantity, buli in terms of quaii- 
ty and, life. \ 

Semewnat the same truth is il- 
justrated In the parable of the lea- 
yen—® small Timp that works slow- 
ly and effectually Jn the many mea- 
sures of meal until the whole is 
Jeavened. 

The parable of the treasure hid- 
den in the field represents, rather, 
the attitide of the individual to- 
ward the Kingdom ond the means

T. A. Howard, B.A. grand old 
man of Aylmer, Que., and brother 
of Mrs, R. Smyth, who lives at 
the comer of Kent and Cambridge 
Streets, town, died recently, follow- 
ing an illness of only a few days’ 
tion. He had reached the ripe 
age of 90 years, and most of his 
long and, energetic life he was-pro- 
minent in business, fraternal and 
church circles at Aylmer. 

On the Sunday preceding his 
death, he got up in order to go to 
the United Church to take charge 
of the Adult Bible Class, as he 
had done for many years, However, 
hic was not feeling well, and re- 
mained at home. Since then, his 
condition gradually became worée, 
until death took-place in a few 
days. 

Mr. Howard was born at Conse- 
con, in Prince Edward County, on 
November 11th, 1843. His father was 
the late Rev. Vincent B. Howard, 
and his mother, a daughter of the 
ate Major R, Arnold. 

As a student at Victoria College, 
4t Cobourg, Ont., Mr. Howard was 
selected as valedictorian of the gra- 
duation class of 1867, the exercises 
taking place in May, just’ twd mon- 
ths prior to the Confederation of 
Canada.

WORK IS UNDER WAY 


The Lindsay Distillery buildings 
are being stripped bare of all ma- 
chinery and manufacturing appar- 
atus, which is being shipjfed to 
the United States, to be used in a 
large distillery in that count=y. Pif- 
teen Lindsay men are being em- 
ptoyed in removing, the whiskey 
distilling apparatus, copper tanks, 


on the Canadian Nationay Ratl- 
ways, 

All the machinery of the Lind- 
say. plant was purchased hy the 
Ansonia Oopper and Iron Company, 
of Cincinatti, at a cost of $7,500, 
and their Canadian representative, 
Charles K. Stewart, has been in 
Lindsay seveifal ‘weekis, 1¢ epairing 
for the vemoval of the equipment. 
Mr. Stewart estimates that ‘t+ will 
cost around $1,200 to complete’ the 
work, which of course will mean 
employment of several truckers! for 
the removal of the material to the 
G.N.R, for loading. 

Obsolete Machinery 

The distilling machinery used in 
the Lindsay plant is fairly obsol- 
ete, and Mr, Stewart states that 
it would practically be worthless 
for manufacturing, but is in de- 
mand in the States, as the indust- 
rial concerns in that country have 
been unable to meet the large de- 
imand foi apparatus required by 
the distilleries that have. si(rung 
into operation since the repeal of 
prohibition. 

Work commenced this week and 
will probably continue through the 
greater part of March. Men who 
pave worked in the plant before 
and are familiar with the machin- 
ery are being employed. Office fix- 
tures, furniture, etc; havexbcen 
sold to a local buyer. 

The buildings of the Lindsay Dis- 
tullery’ plant are owned by a Com- 
pany formed by tne main distillery 
concerns of Canada. This makes 
three idle manufacturing plants in 
Lindsay awaiting new industrics.

The “Skitch case’ has for years 
been a “cause celebre.” It was aired 
before the old Board of Pension 
Commissioners, the Federal Appeal 
Board, the Exchequer Court, the 
now defunct Pension Tribunal, and 
the Pension Appeal Court. It has 
also been the subject of debate in 
Parliament on a number of occa- 
sions, and it was brought befor ev- 
ery Parliamentary Pension Com- 
mittee and Commission created 
since 1923. Is 

Died In Lindsay 

The case was fought for years by 
Clifford’ B. Reilly, K.C., who wes a 
member of the Federal Appeal 
Board. Skitch was'a soldier, who, 
enlisting in Calgary, served in 
France with the 50th Battalion. He 
suffered from ulcers overseas, and 
when he was demobilized he was 
given a pension of $3.75 a month. 
The ulcers continued to afflict him 
in civilion life, ‘and eventually he 
Was compelled by ill health to give 
up work. ‘He dieq at Lindsay, Ont., 
in September, 1931/ A local phys- 
iclan diagnosed cause of death as 
“acute indigestion,” 

The pension to the widow was 
cut off, since, on this diagnosis, the 
deceased had not died from his pen- 
sionable disability. Mrs. Skitch, 
convinced that the real cause of 
death was attributable to the sap- 
ping of her husband's system by 
the ulcers. fought the matter; and 
thus began what is perhaps the 
most famous pension case in Can- 
ada's history, 

The amount involyed, Mr, Reilly 
said, would amount to between $5,- 
000 and $6,000.

The Tax Rate 
For Lindsay 


Cc. G. Frost Says It Means 
Balanced Budget For 1934 
If Taxes Are Paid 


SHOWS CO-OPERATION’ 


Highlights of the tax rate seb by 
the Town Council Friday night, as 
pointed out to The Post on Satur- 
day in an interview with Council- 
lor G. G. Frost, enairman of the 
finance committee, were: 

“The 1934 Budget for the Town 
of Lindsay Is built on the founda- 
tions laid ‘by the Council of 1933. 
Last year for the first time in many 
years, Lindsay balanced its Budget 
and with reference to the present 
year's Budget, I have the following 
observations to make: 

“(1) Tax rate of 45.8 mills means 
a balanced Budget for 1934. 

“(2) This includes the first pay- 
ment of about $7,700.00 principal 
and interest on our accumulated 
floating indebtedness which will be 
entirely retired over a fifteen-year 
period. 

“(8) Striking a tax rate of 45.8 
mills constitutes the first step in 
the downward revision of Lindsay 
taxes, so urgently needed. 

“"(4) The above could not be pos- 
sible without co-operation of our 
Teachers and Civic Employees in 
accepting salary reductions nor 
could it be possible without the 
splendid co-operation of the two 
Bands in carrying along without 
any municipal assistance whatever. 
“(5) The one great problem now 
confronting the Town, is the most 
unpleasant of all, namely, the co!- 
lection of taxes. All our work and 
plans will fail if taxes’ are not col- 
lected. As of March 1sb,1933 there 
remains the sum of $54,109.00 taxes 
still uncollected from 1933 and we 
hope to have the co-operation of 
all tax payers in having this sum 
paid before the first of May next 
so as to avoid the additional statu- 
tory penalty of Five Per Cent."

And In Early Days Servant 
Girls Were So Scarce They 
_Had To Be Imported 


FARE PAID TO GET THEM 


The second ot a series of ‘his- 
toric articles on Victoria 
County, shows that in 186s, 
servant girls were imported from 
across the ocean at the muni- 
cipality’s expense, five dollars 
Was given every man who vol- 
unteered for service in the ar- 
my, as a safeguard against the 
Fenian Raids, and steps were 
faken to attract immigrants to 
open up the country. 

At the January meeting of the 
Victoria Gounty Council in 1868, 
Joseph Staples, of the Township oF 
Bexley, was re-elected Warden; Da- 
vid Browne and John McLennan 
Were the chosen representatives of 
Lindsay to the Council, ‘ 

The Rey. John Vicars approach- 
ed, the Council urging the. members 
to take some action to haye an 
act passed protecting persons or cor- 
porate bodies advancing money to 
pay the expenses of servant girls 
immigrating to this country. 

The need for domestic help must 
have been very important in tne 
County at that time for it was a 
common practice for the munici- 
palities to pay the passage of immi- 
grants on the understanding thav 
they would stay a definite length of 
time within the borders of that 
town or village, 

Lindsay business and profession- 
al'men were handicapped to a large 
extent by the tardy mail seryice in 
force at this time. Letters leaving 
Toronto, Monday night, reached 
Lindsay Tuesday night, and were 
delivered on Wednesday morning 
The County Council requested the 
Post-Master General of the Do- 
minton to affect certain alterations 
so that letters leaving Toronto on 
the Monday, could be delivered in 
Lindsay on the morning of the next 
day. bi

They absolutely refused to 
pay $15 for undertaker’s fees for 
a pauper who had died in jail.

Jesus Respond 


School Lesson 


To Faith

Text: Matt. 15:21-16:12 

The International Uniform 
Sunday School Lesson for March 
18. 

BY WM. E. GILROY, D.D- 
Editor of The Congregationalist 
This lesson, which has been de-| 

signed to teach and emphasize the 
reality of falth, has been®a stumb- 
ling block to many people. If we 
were to read it with cold and pro- 
saic literalism, lt would present the 
Master in a character far different 
from that of the full picture that 
we have of him in the Gospels. 

Instead of thinking of him’ as 
ready and eager to perform a deed 
of love and mercy, he would ap- 
pear as very reluctant and hesi- 
tating. He would seem almost to 
share the prejudices of those who 
despised people of a foreign race, 
and instead of haying that gentle- 
ness and graciousness that we as- 
soclate with him in the blessing of 
the little children, and in other 
contacts, he would seem to have 
spoken and acted with a strange 
harshness, 

What are the facts? As Jesus 
came into the coast of Tyre and 
Sidon we are told that a woman 
of Canaan met him, appealing to 
him to heal her daughter, who was 
“grievously vexed with a devil,” or, 
as we should probably say in our 
terminology, seriously afflicted with 
some form of disease. 

We are told that Jesus paid no 
attention to her, not answering 
her at all; but the disciples, trou- 
bled with her beseeching, came to 
him’ and asked’ him to send her 
away. 

° 

The reply of Jesus to the dis- 
ciples seemed as harsh and unsym- 
pathetic as their own attitude, for 
Jesus said, “I am not sent but unto 
the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael.”” 

When the woman came then and 
worshipped him, appealing to him 
for help, the words ér Jesus seem- 
ed even more stérn, for he said, 
“It is not meet to take the child- 
ren’s bread and cast it to dogs.” 

But the woman was persistent. 


Great in her faith and in her de- 
termination, she matched the chal- 
lenge of the Master by replying, 
“Truth, Lord, yet the dogs eat the 
crumbs which fall from thelr mas- 
ter’s table.” 

Are we, then, to read this pas- 
sige entirely apart from the pic- 
ture thal we have of Jesus in the 
Gospels, and utterly without the 
light and suggestiveness that the 
whole portrayal of the Master 
throws upon it? Surely only a yery 
blind and prosaic reader could in- 
terpret the passage in that way. 

‘Would it not seem to be the truth 
rather, that Jesus was rebuking 
the attitude of the disciples who 
sent the woman away altogether, 
that he was trying them as he was 
trying the woman herself? 

Is it not much more nearly the 
truth to believe that, when Jesus, 
jn response to the woman's pitiful 
pleading, said, “It is not meet to 
take the children’s bread and to 
cast ib to dogs,” there was a mild- 
ness and kindness in his eye that 
belied his words? As if he were 
playfully referring to a narrow 
and bilter prejudice, that other 
men felt, in the very moment when 
he was going to perform for the 
woman the deed of love and mercy 
that she sought. 

This would seem to us the only 
true and natural  interpretation— 
an interpretation entirely consist- 
ent with both the spirit and the 
teaching of Jesus, He intended 
that the emphasis should be as Jt is 
for us, upon the woman's faith, up- 
on the faith that could triumph 
oyer prejudice and the insulting 
attitude even of the disciplés, and 
that, in trustfulness of the Mas- 
ter's goodness, she could believe 
that all things with God, throuzh 
him, were possible, 

A mild and gentle lover of child- 
ren, in dealing with them, often 
will assume a playful harshness 
that the children do not misund- 
erstand. It was in that spirit that 
Jesus acted and spoke the very 
moment that ‘he was about to re- 
veal his love and goodness in an 
act of mercy.

He frankly contesses 
that twinges. of rheumatism have 
halted his wild-life pursults 2 great 
deal and his greatest, enjoyment 1s 
gained in sitting by the fire with 
a few ald cronies and. relating ex- 
citing adventures of the bush: 

His most thrilliag experience was 
a bare-handed fight for life..with 
a large buck deer. The Post rep- 
resentatiye was fortunate enough 
to be present when Mr, Scolt was 
narrating a, few of dhis-very intet- 
esting stories which should appeal 
to the large number of sportsmen 
in this county and especially those 
who know the old hunter and have 
accompanied him on many north 
country trips.

There are several million Ontarlo folks who do 
not hunt, and it may easily be the case that’ most of 
them would prefer to know that the deer in Ontario's 
forests are being protected and given some} chance to 
escape the fate of the wild pigeon.

Victoria Curling Club of Lindsay.

The first quarter's lessons have 
dealt with the greatest story in his- 
tory, and the greatest expertence in 
history. 


The greatest story in history is 
the story of Jesus of Nazareth. tn 
simplicity, In literary beauty, in 
moral and spiritual content, it 
stands supreme in all literature. It 
is the story of those whom Jesus 
reached and touched with the power 
and beauty of his message. 

Here we have the greatest ex- 
periences in history; not experi- 
ences that stand alone or that are 
opposed to all other moral and 
spiritual’ experience, but that, in 
thelr record of what came into hu- 
man life through new vision and 
new power of action, are supremely 
Significant of all that can happen 
to a man in his progress upward. 

These experiences are composite 
and diversified. What Jesus did 
for men and women could not be 


described always in the same 
terms, except as there was the 
common element of inspirdtion 
and regeneration.

.To some, who were victims of 


their own grievous mistakes, whose 
lives were wrecked and apparently 
ruined by their moral faflure, Jesus 
brought the vision of a new life and

There were men of religion, 
proud of their own attainments, 
who did not realize the prejudices 
and spiritual sins that marred 
their lives.

BOBCAYGEON, March 16.—(Spe- 
cial) —Monday next marks the thir- 
Ueth anniversary of what is now 
the Bobcaygeon Branch of the 
Bank of Montreal, the office hay- 
mg been Opened on this date in 
1904 by the Bank of British North 
America, which was later taken ov- 
tr oy the Bank ol\ Montreal. 

The first office was in the Gain 
block, a brick building adjacent to 

. the river, formerly; used as a store 

by W. J. Read. This offieq was oo- 
supied until destroyed by fire in 
1913. Temporary quarters were ob- 
tained in a sample room in the 
Rockland House, while the sub- 
stantial stone building now oceupied 
by the Bank was being erected. 
When completed not only did it pro- 
vide an adequate office Yor the 
Bank, but was also an addition to 
the appesrance of ithe town. 

At the tme the bans wes opened, 
Bobcaygeon presented a quite dif- 
ferent appearance from that of to- 
day. There were no electric lights, 
the sidewalks were of wood, snd 
until August of that year there had 
been no railway, With the arrival 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 

‘and the gradual improvement in 
reads, Bobcaygeon soon became 
well-known as & summer resort. 

Older residents who remember 
these events will also remember: 
John McEachern, who, with George 
D. Watt, the first manager, opened 
the Bank here. Mr. McEachern, af- 
terwards superintendent of Maeni- 
toba branches at Winnipeg, ‘has 
since retirea on pension, as has} 
wlso Mr. Watt, who still resides in 

} Bobcaygeon |the greater part of the 
year. 

J. R. Moyle succeeded Mr. Watt 
in 1907 and remained almost 18 
years. Follcving him were J. N. 
Bray, R. Barnhart, R. K. G. San- 
ford-Thompson, H. L. E. Aldrich, 
and the present manager, L, B. 
Shorey, wno atrived in 1931.

People 
come in to rent a room and then 
take up spirits and proceed to get 
drunk, It has become a practice 
for some just to rent a room in 
order to drink their liquor. 

“T have seen things of late years 
I never knew to happen in the old 
days and it mostly centres around 
the younger people. Secret drinking 
is a far greater evil than a person 
sitting down at a table and drink- 
ing a glass of beer with a compan- 
fon.” 

“The main thing,” My MeCon- 
nell stated, “is that the breweries 
should be forced to manufacture 
beer out of pure malt and hops. 
That will make a healthful, body- 
building drink that will do no 
harm.”

Spring is here and everything 
looks fresh and green, In the coun- 
try the fields are gay with blue lup- 
ins, yellow daisies and other wild! 
flowers,’ while ferns and to us other} 
unknown green things are spring-| 
ing up in the low places. 

Obins Leaye 
The airis fragrant, with the per- 
fume of orange blossoms, and the 
mocking birds—which winter here— 
are now Singing freely; they do not 
sing much in the cool weather. The} 
writer saw thousands of robins| 
perched on the telegraph wires near| 
the Gulf of Mexico: They were! 
evidently migrating from farther 
south, arid on their way to the north 
just stopped off for a rest, for on 
the following day they had disap- 
peared. Probably some of them 
are in Lindsay by this time. 
To the tourist passing through) 
miles and miles of groves of orange | 
and grapefruit trees, fairly bend-| 
ing to the earth with their loads of! 
golden fruit, it Seems incredible 
that a market can be found for such 
quantities. 
However the growers claim to be 
perfectly satisfied with the season's 
business, and say that it is far ahead 
of last year. 
Most of the groves have a stand; 
by the roadside, and at one of these 
today we bought a bushel of nice} 
grapefruit for 40 cents and 114 doz.| 
large sweet organes for 20 cents.| 
These would cost a little more at 
the stores in town. The truck far- 
mers plant their crops in October}! 
and harvest them by the end of 
June, when the rainy season sets 
in and nothing will grow. 

Rains Cats and Dogs 
Talking of rain, during these} 
tropical storms tt just comes down} 
instorrents. A farmer was felling| 
us that one season he tooka chance} 
and planted a thousand tomatoes 
out in September, and one night 
eleven inches of rain fell before 
morning and wiped them all out 
but forty plants, 

It is not unusual during the per- 
fod of these equinoxial storms to 
have a rainfall of 21 inches in 24 
hours, But it soon disappears in 
this light soil, All sorts of>green 
vegetables are plentiful and cheap. 
Green peas 2 Ibs. for 15c, spinach 2 
Ibs. for 5c, tomatoes 5¢ per Ib, 

The flower gardens just now are 
similar to ours in the north in July 
and August, and the varieties much 


| 


the same, roses, asters, zinnias, 
marigolds, larkspur, Snapdragon, 
phlox, ete. But we have seen no 


dahlias other than a few grown by 
Mr. Sam Jaffrey, of Port Perry, in 
his very lovely garden here in St. 
Petersburg. 

Fisherman's Paradise 
This is a- fisherman's paradise, 
The mackerel and shad are running 
now and the bridges and plers are 
lined with anglers whb are seldom 
disappointed with their catch. 
But I thik that the fish here are 
inferior In flavor to those caught in 
Our cold lake waters. They claim 
that there are some 100,000 tourists 
here and the sports are still going 
strong, 
Tournaments are being held by 
the bowlers, shuffleboard, golfers, 
etc,” The Moses Band still delights 
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three or four thousand people daily 
in the park. The Goodyear dirigible 
takes up about 400 passengers in the 
air daily.
